We have tried 
in vain to keep the number of these guests down to 
a limit of one hundred. We are still lodging one 
hundred, and the transients who get a meal or two 
and then pass on average about 35 daily. In sheer 
desperation, almost despair, at the frightful food bills, 
which indeed became a nightmare to the Father 

General, we sent out an SOS

HARRY ELMER 
PROTESTANTISM 


BARNES 
WILL 


PREDICTS THAT 
SOON DISAPPEAR 





New York.—Harry Elmer Barnes, college professor 
and sociologist, notorious for his attacks on religion, 
told a group of self-designated liberals meeting it 
New York January 18, that Protestantism is facing 
extinction. 

“Catholics,” he said, “are the cream of the funda 
mentalists. Fundamentalism is the foundation of their 
creed. There is no place for the Christian today except 
in the Catholic Church—I mean ultimately.” 

He said that it was idle to find fault witl 
for his encyclical on marriage, “because it simply 
represents his views as a good Catholic, and the seat 
of this attitude is in the dogma of the Catholic Church 
itself.” Professor Barnes declared that in his opinion 
Protestantism was doomed to become extinct and that 
religious thought was destined to split into two distinct 
categories, one of which would be the Catholic Church 
and the other Humanism or its equivalents. The meet- 
ing he was addressing was called by the “First Human- 
ist Society.” 

Editor’s Note: Catholics are not fundamentalists 
A fundamentalist is a man who holds the old-fashioned 
Protestant idea that the Bible is an infallible book 
and that anybody reading it can understand exactly 
what God wants him to do or believe. Catholics hold 
that the Bible is inspired, but that the Church is its 
final interpreter, not individuals. There is quite a dif- 
ference in the two viewpoints. It is true, of course, 
that in many doctrines we parallel the fundamentalists ; 
but in many others our beliefs are quite divergent from 
theirs. 

Barnes’ opinion that it is useless to attack the encyc- 
lical because it simply represents the views of a good 
Catholic Pope recalls the definition of a brilliant 
Pennsylvania priest for a “good priest.” The first 
qualification for a good priest, he declares, is to be a 
“good Catholic.” There’s more truth than poetry in 
it, and we’re all glad that in Barnes’ opinion the Pope 
qualifies—The Register, Denver, Colo.

(apart from the Rock-of-Peier Foundation) amount to the goodly sum of $149,727.81, which, in round num 
bers, is $4,500 less than 1929, and $2,000 short of the total contributed by our U. N. B. L. Members in 
1928. But then we all know that 1930 has been the year of greatest financial depression the United States 
has experienced in the twentieth century. That the ordinary receipts of the U. N. B. L. did not experience 
a larger falling off is certainly remarkable. The biggest falling-off occurred in the Rock-of-Peter Founda- 
tion, total receipts of which, in the form of Annuity Bonds and contributions to the Capital Fund, amounted 
to $121,991.07, making a Grand Total for the year of $271,718.87. 

When one remembers the tremendous slump there has been in the stock and bond market of the na- 
tion since the Wall Street crash in November, 1929, it should cause no surprise that there should also have 
been a falling off in the sum total of Rock-of-Peter Annuity Bonds purchased by our Lamp Readers since 
that time. 1931, however, has made a very encouraging start, and we hope for a big year for the Rock-of- 
Peter Foundation. 

Certainly our Members should be proud to belong to such an organization as the Union-That-Nothing- 
Be-Lost. The study of this Report ought to stimulate the determination of every Reader of THe Lamp 
to retain his or her membership in the U. N. B. L. ard, by actual contributions from time to time to do, 
everyone, his or her bit towards making it one of the greatest soul-saving Missionary Associations in the 
Catholic Church.

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DEVIL WORSHIPPERS ARE POOR PROPHETS 


Having labored among devil worshippers for some 
time, Rev. John A. Kilian, S.J., has discovered the 
heathen not easily weaned from his terrible beliefs 
and superstitions. Writing from Champagnar, the 
missionary narrates some of his recent experiences. 

“About two months ago,” he writes, 
tant village and befriended the 
quite eager to renounce the 
to swing his whole village 
catechist in that village to prepare for a wholesale 
conversion. In three week’s time I was summoned to 
baptize the headman and his household. Upon my 
arrival, the wife fled in horror, summoned all the 
women-folk of the village and launched an active cam- 
paign against me. ‘The devil was the supreme Lord 
and Master. He alone deserved the worship of their 
hearts. We Christians were vile men whose sole ambi- 
tion was to plunge mankind into everlasting misery, 
etc., etc.’ 

“The headman stood firm, but as all his children 
had fled with their fanatical mother, Fr. Kilian decided 
to let the baptism wait awhile. Instead of saying 
Mass at the headman’s house next morning, as he had 
intended to do after the baptism of his household, he 
departed to say Mass in a neighboring village some 
fourteen miles away. “Here,” Fr. Kilian continues, “I 
met with a little better success. I baptized eleven 
persons and then pushed on again. Two weeks later 
I was called again by the headman’s messenger. All 
was well now. His wife had relented. She too con- 
sented to receive the saving waters. Full of hope I 
again visited my old battle-ground to meet with 
another disappointment. The dear wifey again weak- 
ened at my approach and took the girl-offsprings with 
her. But Lakiram, the headman, called a meeting of 
his villagers and addressed them about as follows: 
‘Brothers, I am going to become a Christian today and 
you can choose another headman if you intend to op- 
pose me. If you want you can all go to the devil where 
your fathers have gone, but I will save my soul. Listen 
and remember well. I am ready to return my wife’s 
marriage gifts. She can go back to her father’s house 
and take the girls with her; the three boys are mine 
and they will follow me. Speak up—what do you 
say?’ There was a murmur for some minutes and 
then a venerable old grand-daddy stood up, hobbled 
over to his headman and looked at the assembled 
crowd, before he said, ‘I too am going to become a 
Christian.’ That decided the day. All but a few of 
the women sided with their chief. I took out my bap- 
tismal outfit and proceeded to baptize the headman 
and two of his boys. The rest are under instruction.” 


However, the missionary’s troubles were not as yet 
over. He was anxious to take some of the little girls 
to the Catholic school in Bhagalpur, and the headman’s 
niece, a fair little lass of about eight summers, vol 
unteered to make the experiment. So off she went to 
the Catholic school, from where she disappeared 
almost as quickly, but more mysteriouslv, than she had 
reached it. Nor was any trace or clue of her where- 
abouts to be foiihd, due to the fact, as was discovered 
later, that the country around Bhagalpur is not merely

Was she kidnapped? The sad news had spread 
like wild-fire to the remotest villages. ‘Didn't they say 
before that I was a vile man—a Christian not to b 
trusted?’ etc. But the poor souls for whom I cherish 
a tender devotion did not leave me in the lurch. A tew 
days later the little girl was found, hale and hearty 
amid Hindus about forty miles from Bhagalpur school. 
Not being able to speak Hindu, and consequently 
unable to explain her lost home to the retainers, she 
had resigned herself to the task of shepherding goats 
and pigs for the Hindus to earn her living. In another 
month she was to be married off, when quite acciden- 
tally I heard of her rendezvous. I immediately sum- 
moned her father who went and brought her home 
amid universal rejoicing.

MEDICAL MISSIONARIES LEAVE FOR INDIA 


On January 23, 1931, the third band of Medical 
Missionaries left the Motherhouse in Brookland, 
Washington, D. C. to take up work in India. His 
Lordship, Rt. Rev. Bishop G. Finnigan, C.S.C., 
presided at the departure ceremony. The sermon was 
preached by Rev. Vincent F. Kienberger, O.P. Three 
Sisters were in the group. Sister Margaret Mary Van 
Agtmael, R.N., a graduate of Mercy Hospital, Muske- 
gon, Michigan, and Sister M. Christine Riethmuller 
from St. Louis, Missouri, will go to the Holy Family 
Hospital in Rawal Pindi, in the Mill Hill Prefecture 
of Kashmir and Kafristan. This hospital was blessed 
and opened three years ago by His Excellency, Arch- 
bishop Edward A. Mooney, Apostolic Delegate to the 
East Indies. It is a zenana hospital, that is one 
reserved for women and children, and consequently is 
staffed entirely by women: a doctor, a dentist, and four 
graduate nurses, all of whom are members of the 
society. 

Attached to the hospital is a training school for na- 
tive nurses. The third Sister, Sister M. Bernadette 
Egg, R.N., a graduate of the Municipal Hospital, Inns- 
bruck, Tyrol, Austria, is bound for the Holy Cross 
Diocese of Dacca where the Society conducts two 
maternity and child-welfare centers, and trains native 
nurses. Sister Margaret Mary and Sister M. Bern- 
ardette spent several weeks at the Maternity Center 
Association in New York in special training for their 
future work in India. Requests for hospitals and dis- 
pensaries have been received by the Society from 
Africa, Manchuria, and several places in India. The 
latest request is for a group of nursing Sisters for 
public health work

THE GAVAN DUFFYS 

Sir Frank Gavan Duffy's recent appointment as 
Chief Justice of Australia is yet another remarkable 
instance of the increasing importance of Catholic pub- 
lic men throughout the British Commonwealth. A 
year ago, until the death of Sir Joseph Ward, there 
were Catholic Prime Ministers in three of the 
Dominions—Australia, New Zealand, and the Irish 
Free State. Mr. Scullin has in the interval attended 
the Imperial Conference in London, where his strength 
of character and intellectual power and his vigorous

integrity of purpose have made a very deep impres- 
sion. 

In the new Chief Justice of Australia the second 
generation of a fine Catholic family carries on a great 
tradition. His father, the late Sir Charles Gavan 
Duffy, was by far the ablest leader and organizer of 
the Young Ireland movement shortly before the great 
famine, which produced the pathetic insurrection of 
1848. The catastrophes of those years wrecked Gavan 
Duffy’s hopes and sent him into exile to Australia, 
after a brilliant youth in which he had already endured 
great sacrifices and imprisonment. But he found fresh 


scope in the New World, and he had been Prime 
Minister of Victoria before he retired as one of the 
veteran statesmen of the Dominions. 

Several of his sons have since attained positions of 
great public responsibility. Sir Frank Gavan Duffy 
was the eldest son of his father’s second marriage. 
After a brilliant legal career in Australia he became 
a Justice of the High Court in the year before the 
Great War; and he now becomes the head of the Aus- 
tralian judiciary in succession to the newly appointed 
Governor-Genéral. His younger brother, Mr. Charles 
Gavan Duffy, C.M.G., was, like him, educated at 
Stonyhurst, but returned to Australia and became 
private secretary to his father durirg his Premiership. 
After a long period of service on the staff of the 
Legislative Assembly he became Clerk of the House 
of Representatives at Melbourne thirty years ago, and 
afterwards Clerk of the Commonwealth Senate. 

Two sons by the third marriage of Sir Charles have 
also done notable work in different fields. Mr. George 
Gavan Duffy, now a prominent lawyer in Dublin, was 
sent to the Versailles Peace Conference as the official 
spokesman of Sinn Fein. Afterwards he became a 
signatory to the Anglo-Irish Free State.

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The Month of the Angelic Salutation 


Every Catholic knows that the first portion of the 
“Hail Mary” is taken entirely from the Holy Gospel, 
being a combination of the salutation of the Arch- 
angel Gabriel (commemorated on March 25th) and the 
inspired words of Saint Elizabeth, our Blessed Lady's 
cousin. But, is it as well known when and where the 
second portion arose? 

Bishop Kenrick, Third Bishop of Philadelphia, has 
told us the story in his “‘New Month of Mary”: 

“In the fifth century of the Church, Nestorius, 
Bishop of Constantinople, a proud and haughty man, 
who concealed much impiety under an appearance of 
zeal and piety, displayed at length the venom of his 
heart by preaching publicly in the Church that it was 
not permitted to call Mary the Mother of God. The 
people heard this impiety with the greatest consterna- 
tion. All Constantinople was excited, and the faithful 
were indignant at the insult offered Mary, by attempt- 
ing to deprive her of a title which had been given her 
from the days of the Apostles. Venerable old men, 
who had spent their lives in 
the desert in the practice of 
the severest austerities, now 
impelled by zeal, abandoned 
their retreats and appeared in 
the streets and public assem- 
blies, to defend the honor of 
the Queen of Heaven, and to 
caution the people against the 
impious errors of Nestorius. 

“The Bishops and Pastors 
of the Church, well knowing 
that the whole mystery of 
human redemption would be 
annihilated, if the error of 
Nestorius prevailed, under- 
took the defense of Mary’s 
dignity with the greatest zeal. 
A General Council was held 
at Ephesus in 431, at which 
Bishops from various coun- 
tries assisted, and over which 
St. Cyril, the Patriarch of 
Alexandria, presided as

Legate of Pope Celestine. The error of Nestorius was 
condemned; and he himself anathemized as an in- 
novator. It is difficult to describe the joy and exulta- 
tion which this decision of the Church excited in Con- 
stantinople, and throughout all Christendom. On the 
day in which the decree of the Council, on the nature 
of Mary’s dignity, was solemnly announced, almost the 
whole city gathered before the Church where the 
Bishops were assembled. The people awaited in pa- 
tience the whole day, as if nothing was more important 
or dearer to their heart than the determination of this 
question. At length, the doors being thrown open, St. 
Cyril appeared at the head of more than two hundred 
Bishops, and announced to the people the condemna- 
tion of Nestorius and his impious doctrine. Scarcely 
had he ceased to speak, when the multitude burst into 
exclamations of joy, and the whole city resounded with 
hymns and congratulations to Mary. 

“*The enemy of Mary is overcome,’ they exclaimed. 
‘Joy to Mary, the great, the sublime, the glorious 
Mother of God!’ The Fathers 
of the Council were received 
by the people with praises, 
and conducted home, accom- 
panied by a thousand torches. 
Costly perfumes were burned 
in the streets through which 
they passed, and the whole 
city was illuminated. Nothing 
was omitted to render the 
triumph of Mary complete. 

“Tt was on this occasion that 
the Church added to the 
angel's salutation the words: 
‘Holy Mary, Mother of God, 
pray for us sinners now and 
at the hour of our death. 
Amen.’”

If the mission had lasted another week the Catholics 
would have been swept outside by the growing inflow 
of the eager non-Catholics seeking the faith. The 
mission was conducted by Father Bernard C. Mulloy, 
C.S.C., a forceful preacher with fifteen years of mis- 
sionary experience behind him. More than one thou- 
sand Holy Communions were made. I am confident 
that this mission has done a world of good.” 

The financial report contained in the same letter is 
not so cheering. He says: 

“The depression is keenly felt here. I wonder what 
all this is going to come to.

CHAPTER IV. 


It is said that great men invari- 
ably are discovered, presumably by 
Providence, to meet any particular 
crisis in the affairs of earth. One 
wonders! Even wonders to the 
length of thinking that the state- 
ment is another way of declar- 
ing invention the result of neces- 
sity. It cannot be said, speaking 
of earth-affairs, that any genius 
was produced to head off the Great 
War. Nor can it be said that any 
intellect has solved the problem of 
that shocking confusion. The only 
Prophet in the entire morass, it 
seems to me, is Pius XI, who de- 
clared that the pigment of the so- 
called colored races is no bar to 
integrity. Prophecy, indeed! the 
British Empire, speaking of neces- 
sity, etc., now recognizing it in 
regard to India. 

So it might be more accurate to 
assert that great men are dis- 
covered by Divine Providence to 
meet a spiritual rather than a 
political crisis. Francis of Assisi 
and Anthony of Padua were two 
of these men; and they were 
produced by Heaven during a 
decidedly vital crisis in the affairs 
of earth; one which happened to 
be both spiritual and temporal, 
Faith and Imagination must walk 
with heroes, There was more than 
Faith and there was more than 
imagination with Anthony, the 
Franciscan, in that pulpit at Forli. 
Obedience led him up the steps of 
that pulpit and at the top presented 
him to himself. From then on, he 
led captivity captive. In that pul- 
pit at Forli, the glory and the glitter 
of his radiant youth poured out 
from him, the study and the thought 
of his shining years. What a figure 
in that austere cathedral crowded 
with listeners absorbed with his 
unerring exposition! Thinking of 
Anthony in that pulpit, my own 
imagination runs madly, unforgive- 
ably, no doubt, to the most triumph- 
ant figure I know, the dazzling 
Perseus of Cellini at Florence. O, 
that Benvenuto could come back 
and make us an Anthony!

From Messina St. Anthony 
went up to Assisi to attend 
the Fourth General Chapter of 
the Franciscan Order, the year 
being 1221 and himself in his 
twenty-sixth year. After a try- 
ing period of obscurity at 
Assisi, due largely to his 
modesty in speaking of him- 
self, he was appointed Chap- 
lain of a small Franciscan Con- 
vent on Monte Paolo, near 
Forli in Tuscany. Here he 
made his matchless Transla- 
tion of the Psalms of David. 
Called to Forli to attend an 
Ordination ceremony, he was 
requested to preach the sermon 
of the day. In his extreme 
modesty, Anthony declared 
that he was “better fit to serve 
in the refectory than to ad- 
dress so many learned men.” 
The Bishop of Forli ordered 
him to preach out of obedi- 
ence, giving him for his text, 
“Christ became for us obedient 
unto death, even the death of 
the Cross!” 





That sermon established An- 
thony. The great Francis hearing 
of it, and of its remarkable effect, 
immediately gave Anthony leave 
to preach anywhere and everywhere 
that an opportunity offered. He 
increased this recognition of him 
by appointing him lecturer in 
Theology at Bologna, the commis- 
sion running in these words: “It 
is my wish that thou teach the 


brethren sacred theology: yet in 
such a manner as not to extinguish 
in thyself and others the spirit of 
prayer and devotion, according as 
it is prescribed in the Rule.” 

It is written of Anthony at 
Bologna that he “avoided dry 
speculation; he brought youthful 
enthusiasm coupled with the purest 
and loftiest mysticism to bear upon 
the minds and hearts of his pupils. 
‘To know, to love’ was his teach- 
ing.” It was at this time that An- 
thony established his celebrated 
Lenten Sermons at Milan; the city 
of St. Ambrose, the great Ambrose 
whose fame had increased through 
eight succeeding centuries. Am- 
brose, the Glory of Milan; scholar 
and statesman, seigneur and un- 
conquerable prelate; the centuries 
between had only increased his 
fame . . . yet here was a Francis- 
can friar in a brown robe out- 
preaching him. The people of 
Milan found the gospel given to 
them as probably it had never been 
given before. 


THE AGE OF RECONSTRUCTION 


Here is where the timeliness of 
Anthony is to be accentuated. The 
age made dark by the terror of the 
Vandals was now over. The recon- 
struction period, started by Pope 
Gregory VII, had already become 
the Prelude of the Middle Ages, 
which truly were “the glory and 
the triumph of the Papacy.” 
Churches, colleges, and monas- 
teries were being built and rebuilt 
everywhere; libraries were being 
re-formed; everywhere was stirring 
activity. But, during the years of 
chaos, many heresies had come 
into existence. This was partic- 
ularly true in the south of France, 
where it seemed as if all the mys- 
tical or philosophical heresies from 
the second to the ninth centuries 
had crept in, notably the Arian, the 
Manichaean, and the Gnostic. Here 
these heresies coordinated with the 
famous Albigensian presentment 
which attacked the Sacramental 
system and the basic integrity of 
the Priesthood. In Languedoc, the 
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Pope

that Innocent III, 
approved the Rule of St. Francis in 
1208, proclaimed a Crusade against 
the Albigensians, summoning the 
King of France and his vassals to 
assume the cross and make conflict 
with these people whom he de- 
clared “worse than the Saracens.”

AntTHONY Goes 10 FRANCI 
Francis of Assisi, ever alert to 
hear the Voice of God, sent An- 
thony into France. Here, truly, 
was divine sense of selection. At 
this time, France was coming into 
what might be termed a formative 
period as a nation. For centuries 
the king had been little more than 
nominal, maintaining undisputed 
authority only in Paris and Orleans, 
and the regions adjacent. The rest 


of the country was divided into 
TIuchies, such as Burgundy, Nor- 
mandy, and Gascony, and_ such 
counties as Anjou, Champagne, 
Poitiers, and numerous others. 
Technically in vassalage to the 


king, the dukes, counts and barons 
of these provinces were in reality 
scornful of his authority, neglectful 
of their tithes to the crown, and 
continually at war one with another. 
Philip II, who died in 1222, man- 
aged to create some order out of 
all this confusion, some tentative 
cohesion between duchies and coun- 
ties, but not until the cry came from 
Jeanne d’Arc, two hundred years 
later, did France begin to think of 
herself as a nation. Philip was 
succeeded by his son, Louis, 
eighth of that name to wear the 
crown of France. He was inept 
and useless, and his brief reign of 
four years was troubulous; but his 
queen was Blanche of Castile and 
his son was Saint Louis!, and with 
the coming of Louis IX, at the age 
of eleven to the troubled throne of 
his fathers, Anthony, who was to be 
of Padua, arrived in France. 
Here is a stupendous coincidence 
—two Saints, and two such Saints! 
The drama that everywhere marks 
the passage of Anthony projects in 
high relief with the ascent of Saint 
Louis to the seat of his ancestors 
at the very time Anthony was 
preaching in this kingdom of his 
ancestors, now his own. Godfrey 
de Bouillon had been Duke of Lor- 
raine before he became King of 
Jerusalem. One hundred years 
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later his blood returns to France in 
a brown-robed friar! and Louis of 
France who is to be Saint Louis has 
com2 on. Names and dates of 
kings, of years, and of saints, of 
popes and dukes and barons! But, 
if we dery our Saints these names 
and dates and background, we turn 
them into myths. 

Blanche of Castile ruled wisely 
during the minority of her son. She 
is said to have been the most 
remarkable woman of her time. A 
faithful Catholic, she had told her 
son that she would rather see him 
dead at her feet than guilty of one 
mortal sin; her heart and mind were 


with her Church in the combat 
against the Albigensians. 
“HAMMER OF HERESY” 


But the work of Anthony was 
more powerful than the crown of 
France in uprooting the heresy. 
His sermons were so direct, his 
argument so pointed, his exposi- 
tion of Catholic truth and dogma so 
clearly made, his response to every 
question put to him by those who 
would confound him so unanswer- 
able, that he became known as the 
“Hammer of Heresy.” His appear- 
ance everywhere was an event. 
Law courts and shops were closed 
that all might have a chance to hear 
him. Everywhere he spoke he was 
compelled to address crowds in 
public squares, so great was the 
overflow. At Limoges, on All 
Souls Day, 1226, he preached in the 
cemetery of St. Paul’s Church, his 
text from his beloved Psalms: “In 
the evening weeping shall have 
place and in the morning gladness!” 
This sermon, which has been pre- 
served by the Benedictines, is of 
the loveliest beauty. On the day 
following, he preached in a Fran- 
ciscan Abbey, near St. Paul’s, on 
the monastic life. His text here 
was: “Who will give me wings 
like a dove and I will fly and be at 
rest!” The day before he spoke of 
peace in the world to come; this 
day he spoke of peace in this world. 


This sermon also has been pre- 
served. It is a model of lucid 
beauty. 


Through all the south of France, 
the “romance” country, went An- 
thony, the Franciscan friar, preach- 
ing the word of God, “whenever 
and wherever the opportunity of- 
fered,” as his Seraphic Father

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Francis had given him leave. He 
spoke in churches and in schools; 
he spoke to the great and to the 
humble, to the learned and to the 
unlettered. He made special point 
in addressing groups of students. 
In this work he was particularly 
successful, for it must ever be 
remembered that Anthony’s was a 
trained intellect. He was never 
uneasy in what he had to say. The 
Word of God was his word. He 
followed it obediently, just as he 
was obedient to Scriptural injunc- 
tion in performing his miracles. His 
miracles were so frequent that in 
Languedoc he was called “Sower of 
Miracles.” 


It was a rad’ant progress, this of 
Anthony through France. Like a 
brilliant meteor, he dazzled where- 
ever he went, and with it he shed 
the light of a planet; but a progress 
all too short for France. Upon the 
death of his Seraphic Father Fran- 
cis, in October, 1226, he was re- 
called to Italy, and set sail from 
Marseilles early in the following 
year. 

Anthony was now, literally, ap- 
proaching Padua!

AN “EASY” DIVORCE TRICK EXPOSED 


London—FEasy divorce by the Mexican courts is of- 
fered by Senor del Toro, described as an “international 
counsel of New York,”’ who has come to London offer- 
ing to untie marriage knots without troublesome 
preliminaries. 

English attorneys say del Toro’s claims are “utter 
nonsense” and that if anyone married again after one 
of these Mexican divorces he would be liable to prose- 
cution for bigamy. 

Senor del Toro, however, claims to have arranged 
more than 1,000 divorces for non-Mexicans, including 
many British. 

When two persons wish for a divorce it is merely 
necessary, he claims to explain their troubles, produce 
their marriage certificates and give del Toro power 
of attorney. 

He has an office in Paris. It is not considered prob 
able that he will get very far with his plan here. Any 
attorney cooperating with him would, it is stated, be 
debarred.—N. W. Review.

THE POPE ENJOYS TALK WITH AN OLD 
VETERAN MISSIONARY 


Rome.—A bearded veteran of 39 years’ labor in 
Africa’s ““White Man’s Grave” recently made the Holy 
Father forget for the moment his care, and, after carry- 
ing the Father of Christendom in fancy out to the 
West coast of the Dark Continent is now carrying 
with him from the Vatican 76,000 francs for his mis- 
sion field. The veteran is Right Reverend Monsignor 
John Oge, Prefect Apostolic of Liberia and Charge 
d’Affaires of the Holy See in the negro republic. 

“An old soldier like me comes to Rome to have 
his heart fires rekindled,” said Monsignor Oge in a 
Fides interview. ‘The Holy Father most certainly 
is devoted to his sons in the mission field. While I 
sat with him he gave himself entirely to me and 
smiled and laughed at the stories I told him of my 
queer plights and experiences. I told him frankly that 
really I cut a poor figure as his representative; the 
diplomats of the civil powers arrive at functions in the 
capital in automobiles while I come up on those feet 
of mine which for almost 40 years now have been 
trudging about West Africa. 

“The others, then, have means to display the great- 
ness of the realms they speak for; even in Monrovia, 
the capital, our chapel is small while our works of 
charity are few and too poor to reflect the glorious 
soul of the Church. His Holiness observed quietly, 
‘Ah, we must do something’ and opened a drawer in 
his desk, apparently his deposit for his charity. It 
was empty. ‘But we shall send you something,’ he 
said. Sure enough, I have received from him 76,000 
francs.” 

Monsignor Oge was born in Alsace in 1868 of a 
family which has given many missionaries to the 
Church. Five of his sisters entered the missionary 
community of Notre Dame des Apotres, three of whom 
have already died at work in West Africa while the 
{wo remaining are stationed in Egypt.

Spring Festival in Mexico 


By Dorotuy Day 


Last Friday was the Friday of Sorrows, the day of 
the sorrows of the Blessed Virgin; and, though in 
the churches at the solemn high Masses celebrated, 
the people hid their faces in their rebozos and serapes 
and wept; in the early morning the day was cele- 
brated as one of the most colorful fiestas of the year. 
Later, of course, there would be joy and happiness, too. 

The government regarding the will of the people, 
makes holidays of these holy days. The period from 
the Friday of Sorrows through Easter is called the 
Spring Festival; and advertised in the newspapers and 
on billboards about the town as such. But the gov- 
ernment does not succeed in making people disregard 
the religious significance of the days. The churches 
are full. 

The fiesta begins at five in the morning at Santa 
Anita on the Viga Canal which goes from Xochimilco 
Lake into the city. Every morning boats bring into 
Mexico City vegetables and flowers; but this day 
booths were erected in the fields all along the canal 
for several miles, merry-go-rounds, dancing pavilions, 
ferris wheels and open air restaurants were set up, and 
business began at five. 

It was very cold as we left our apartment in the 


city and drove out to Santa Anita, which is only a mile 
or so away from the centre of town. The city streets 
were deserted and we thought that no one was up yet 
But when we got to Santa Anita there were literally 
thousands and thousands of people from the city; and 
the cobbled streets of the little puebla were so jammed 
with cars and trucks of people that it was impossible 
to move any further in the cab, so we got out to walk. 
As everyone else did, we bought wreaths of flowers 
and garlands to hang around our necks, made of gladi- 
ola blossoms of delicious colors. Then we sat down 
at a wayside restaurant for a breakfast of tamales, 
pancakes and coffee. The pancakes were impossible 
but the tamales were delicious and there were sweet 
ones for Teresa, so that her breakfast was just as good 
as though she had had sensible corn meal mush. 
Everyone else was eating mole (which is stewed turkey 
in a heavy spiced sauce), tamales made with chicken 
and chile, enchilades, tortillas, salads and beer. There 
was much dancing and riding on merry-go-rounds and 
ferris wheels; this at six o’clock in the morning! 
One of the customs of the fiesta is to buy eggs that 
have been emptied, colored, filled with water and 
covered with heavy gilt paper pasted over the top, and 
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to crash these on your companion’s head. The eggs 
are thrown, too, like confetti. Another thing every- 
one buys is a little wooden boat with a wax man and 
woman in national costume, surrounded by beautifully 
colored wax vegetables: the cabbages, cauliflowers, 
squashes, radishes and lettuce, very large in propor- 
tion to the figures. The radishes here are both small 
and large, the latter over a foot long and several 
inches thick. The men selling the little wooden 
boats, which are mounted on a stick, have them all 
stuck in one large radish and the effect is very gay. 
Everyone was carrying bunches of small radishes with 
their bouquets of flowers; and eating them as they 
walked along. 

People of every class attend this fiesta at Santa 
Anita. There were the Indians from the surrounding 
pueblas, sitting along the canal and selling their wares, 
middle-class Mexican families with their many chil- 
dren, charros on horseback, women with poblana 
dresses glittering with sequins, and many soldiers and 
officers with their girls. The richer (I do not like to 
say the better) class remained in their closed cars and 
looked out upon the scene. 

One has a peculiar dissipated feeling after an early 
morning fiesta of this sort. Gaiety is more natural to 
us Anglo-Saxons in the evening. So it was with the 
proper subdued feeling that I assisted at the ten o‘clock 
Mass in honor of Our Lady of Sorrows. The church 
was packed, so crowded that people were sitting on 
the foot of the altar rail, on every inch of the floor 
and on the steps of all the other altars around the 
church. I sat on the Gospel side of the altar of San 
Antonio, just where the feet of the priest had worn 
the carpet thin. Babies who were not yet able to 
crawl and were in no danger of rolling down the steps, 
were laid at the foot of the altar to kick blissfully 
throughout the long service. 

That afternoon, Soledad, Teresa and I went to the 
country for the rest of the holiday. My little stone 
house in Xochimilco has a thatched roof; and gera- 
niums, roses and cactus grow over the walls which 
bound my ten acres on two sides. On the other two 
sides there is the 


dropping half the dishes to the bottom of the lagoon, or 
breaking them by scrubbing them too vigorously, I do 
the dishes while she cleans house. In the midst of it, 
Senora Torres, my landlady, came and took the escobeta 
out of my hand and refused to allow me to continue. 
“My pleasure,” she kept insisting. It was my pleasure, 
too, but she could not understand that. People here- 
abouts think it scandalous that a stranger should do 
her own work. If she can afford to pay ten dollars 
a month for a house (three times what they consider 
it to be worth) and two-fifty for a boat, surely she 
should have enough servants to do her work for her. 
So Senora Torres, who comes at seven every morning 
with the milk and eggs, sweeps out the patio, picks a 
bowl of flowers for me and insists on helping unless 
I hide the dishes until after she goes. When they are 
washed—they are of Mexican wear, the color of terra 
cotta, but shiny—they are hung on the outside wall of 
the house in the sun. Most people do their cooking, 
too, over a tin charcoal stove, but we are more luxuri- 
ous and have an oil stove. 

On our way to the plaza to do the day’s marketing 
there is a little chapel of Santa Crucita, another of 
San Christobel and then the big parish church facing 
the market. We usually stop there for a moment and I 
watch with enjoyment Soledad’s endeavor to teach 
Teresa to cross herself in the Mexican way. Here the 
large sign of the cross is made first, then traced on 
the forehead, the mouth and the breast, and then the 
large sign of the cross again. Sometimes this is re- 
peated three times in honor of the Blessed Trinity, or 
of Jesus, Mary and Joseph. It looks, at first, a long 
and complicated process. At the end, one kisses one’s 
hand which has traced the sacred sign. The sign of 
the cross is the most natural gesture of these people. 
Religion is part of their life. It is not just of pious 
people I am writing. It is of the majority, 80 to 90 
per cent of the people in Mexico. 

On Palm Sunday, Soledad and I attended Mass at 
the parish church, which is as large as the church of 
St. Francis Xavier in New York. It was crowded to 
suffocation, and the Mass was long and wearisome; and 
worst of all I had

left my missal in the 
city and had only a 
tiny  prayer-book 
which omitted the 
Epistle and Gospel 
of the day. Never- 
theless, it was a 
tremendously uplift- 
ing and glorious 
spectacle, and my 
eyes were filled with 
tears often. All the 
people had palms. 
Not palms such as 
we have in New 
York, but palms 
braided and plaited 
and woven _ into 
crosses, little altars,

long plumes and the 
semblance of stalks 
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of flowers, and interwoven with flowers of every color 
and delicious odor. Most of the palms were six feet 
tall, so the church was like a field of wheat, blossom- 
ing with flowers, waving and stirring triumphantly. 
When the priest went up to the altar, the people 
raised their palms on high so that one could see only 
the palms and the dark, gleaming faces of the Mexi- 
cans, uplifted like the palms, radiant. It seemed im- 
possible, but the procession was able to pass through 
the church to the rear, and out the side doors. Then 
after a long interval, while the organ played, the huge 
doors, fifteen feet high, opened, letting in a flood of 
sunlight. At the doors three life-sized figures of 
Christ, one crowned with thorns, one after His scourg- 
ing, and one carrying His cross, a grim reminder of 
what was to come, met the incoming procession. I 
wondered, as the Mass went on, how these people 
could celebrate the Resurrection of Christ more glori- 
ously than they did this day of His triumphal entry 
into Jerusalem. 

I wrote the above at ten o'clock this Easter Monday 
morning and then the church bells began ringing so 
merrily and the firecrackers in the plaza, which had 
awakened us at dawn, became so noisy, that I had to 
venture out to see what the celebration was all about. 

We had spent three hours on Good Friday in a sad, 
gloomy church, and Easter Sunday we had attended 
nearly as glorious as that of Palm Sunday. And now it 
was Monday and the cobbled roads and paths across 
fields to the church were filled with gayly dressed 
Indians, children in pink and blue satin, the men in 
white cotton and linen colored blouses. All the seats 
in the church were taken and we had to find a place 
for ourselves on the floor as usual. In a few minutes, 
to gay and joyful music, the three priests came out in 
their white and gold robes, and showers of blossoms of 
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all kinds began to float down through the church in 
steadily increasing density. The Mass was being said 
at the altar of the black Christ, blacker by far than 
any of the Indians in the congregation. During the 
Gloria in Excelsis, little Indian boys appeared at win- 
dows high up above the altars, looking like cherubs 
painted there, and came to life to hurl down hand- 
fuls of roses and poppies which fell softly before the 
altar. The steady storm of blossoms was coming from 
five other apertures in the domes of the church. 

For once Teresa was perfectly happy to sit through 
the long service. She got directly beneath the falling 
blossoms at the back of the church and she and a little 
Indian boy swept the petals around them into piles and 
tossed blossoms at each other gleefully. The music 
was very gay. There were violins, violas and flutes be- 
side the organ, and I strongly suspect grand opera 
music was being played. Through all the Mass petals 
of carnations, violets, roses and poppies and shreds of 
calla lilies came floating through the air, falling on 
everyone, until the flowers were so heaped up around 
us, that there was actually a wet sound of falling 
petals. 

Sunday is a day in Xochimilco when every man, 
woman and child works, the women selling food and 
flowers, and the men and boys poling picnickers along 
the lagoons, and I wondered if this were the reason 
for the lavish celebration of Easter Monday. Com 
ing out after Benediction, I tried to find out, asking in 
my Mexico City Spanish which is hard for these 
Indians to understand. One small boy said, “It is the 
feast of Christo Rey.” Another said, “It is the Pascua.” 
And a nice old Indian, who could not understand my 
questions about the black Christ, told me it was the 
Monday of Poppies and the feast of the Resurrection, 
too.—The Commonweal. 





“Be of Good Cheer ” 


It seems to us that this age-old message of the 
Master belongs especially to the Eastertide, and surely 
it possesses a stronger significance than ever at the 
present time. Because rarely has this dear old world 
of ours, with all that dwell therein, had greater need 
of the comfort and courage which its whole-hearted 
acceptance and resolute living-up-to would yield than 
today. 

We may think we have cause for depression—we 
haven’t, as we come to look at it from the correct angle. 
We are here to build character, to do our best, what- 
ever happens. If a dear hope fails of fruition, if a 
dream fades, there is always the time of resurrection. 
Let us be of good cheer, believing that a dearer hope 
and a fairer dream will rise—that the best is yet to 
be. We know a woman whose life has held very 
little of what some of us would name comfort or happi- 
ness, but who has been as brave and bright and cheery 
as possible through it all. We asked her one day 
how she managed it. She smiled as she answered: 
“I don’t mind telling you that at one time I was at my 
wits’ end; I did not know what to do or where to go. 
The future seemed dark indeed. It happened to be 
Easter Sunday; and as I walked along, disconsolately 


enough, I'll admit, yet trying to keep in mind the mean- 
ing of the day (hope renewed and faith triumphant) 
a fragment of paper whirled across my path. Why 
I picked it up I do not know, but I did; it was evidently 
a leaf from a copy-book, and on it was written a 
familiar quotation—from Emerson: ‘Trust the future 
and it will not betray you.’ I cannot express what 
this meant to me—all the more, coming as it did. It 
seemed like a message from heaven; it restored my 
faith. To trust the future was to trust the Father, and 
I resolved never to doubt His goodness again. This 
resolution I have kept, save for little slips which grew 
fewer and smaller as time went by—it is all a matter 
of growth, you know. And now—” 

She smiled again—a smile in which there was no 
make-believe gladness. We happen to kno* that this 
dear woman is an apostle of cheerfulness. She helps 
people to discover a gleam of sunshine in the darkest 
cloud, to forget and so overcome their own troubles 
by lending a hand to somebody else, to trust as she 
has learned to trust. Would there were more—many 
more like her. But the number is growing; we are 
learning, all of us together, what it means to be of good

Nature requires millions of years to 
make hard coal, but engineers in 
Chicago, using an entirely new pro 
cess, are making it out of soft coal in 
a few hours. This achievement will 
make “synthetic” hard coal available 
for industrial use, which in turn will 
result in cleaner cities and factory dis- 
tricts, for the new fuel is said to be 
smokeless 
extracted and used, instead of escaping 
up chimneys as waste matter as they 
do at present, says Popular Science 
Monthly. 

Soft coal, in the course of this pro 
cess, is made to part with its moisture 
and two-thirds of its volatile or smoke 
forming matter. About 1,400 pounds 
of “char,” the left-over material, is ob- 
tained from a ton of soft coal. This is 
ground to a powder, mixed with a pet- 
roleum binder to make it stick to- 
gether, and compressed into briquettes. 
The plant just put into operation in 
Chicago is the first of a series to be 
erected in various cities throughout 
the country.

OBSERVANCE OF THE OCTAVE BY MEMBERS 
OF THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND 

We have learned with genuine gratification that the 
Church Unity Octave was observed in the Church of 
England more extensively this year than ever before, 
and what adds immensely to the importance of that 
observance on the part of Anglicans was that they did 
so with a definite recognition of the Chair of Peter as 
the divinely constituted Centre of Unity. This was 
clearly set forth on the first page of the leaflet issued 
by the Anglican Committee having the matter in 
charge and which was widely distributed in all parts 
of the Anglican Communion. 

In order that our Readers may realize more fully 
the force of this statement, we give a reprint below. 
In 1903 when THE Lamp was first issued, proclaiming 
the Chair of Peter at Rome to be the divinely estab- 
lished Center of Catholic Unity, the Editor of The 
Living Church hastened to assure its readers that the 
erratic monk of Graymoor was absolutely alone in 
holding such views as an Anglican. 

Tremendous strides have been made since then in a 
Roman direction by so-called Anglo-Catholics and the 
observance of the Church Unity Octave in the Church 
of England is an evidence of it. 

The rector of one of the best known churches in the 
City of London, writing to us recently, said: 

“You will be glad to hear that the Church Unity 
Octave has passed off very well in England. You will 
have received no doubt our leaflets for this year and 
you will have noticed that the statement of the front- 
page axioms is far more definite than before. This 
has resulted in very much increased support. Besides 
an unknown number of churches which keep the 
Octave we have had a definite* reply from some 450 
Priests expressing their support and agreement with 
our statement.” 

Another promoter informs us that the leaflets were 
mailed out to more than 4,500 Clergymen of the Angli- 
can Communion in all parts of the world with the ex- 
ception of the United States which, he informs us, has 
its own Anglican Committee and publishes separate 
leaflets. Such a wide distribution of prayer leaflets 
which so clearly and definitely set forth the kind of 
Church Unity to be prayed for cannot fail to produce 
far-reaching results. 

“Ask and it shall be given unto you” Our Lord prom- 
ised and when our Anglican Brethren begin to ask 
definitely for their return to Communion with the 
Apostolic See the answer to that prayer, so much in 
harmony with the prayer of Our Lord Jesus Christ 
Himself that His Disciples might all be one, is cer- 
tainly going to be answered and let us hope “above 
all that we ask or think.” 





UNITY OCTAVE LEAFLET 
Declaration of the Anglican Committee as contained 
in the Church Unity Octave Leaflet, January 
18th-25th, 1931: 


The Reunion of Christendom is the supreme need of the 
world; no less truly is it a vital necessity for English Chris- 
tianity, the ancient unity of which was found for the first 
thousand years of its existence in a living and realized 
Communion with the Apostolic See. It was in this long 
period that the English Church had the devoted allegiance 
of the British peoples. Since that most unhappy division 
of the sixteenth century, the Church of England has seen 
the decay of belief in the Divine nature of the Church, the 
neglect of the Sacraments of life, the loss of the recognition 
of true spiritual authority, the spread of heresy, and the 
alienation of the greater portion of our people from th 
practice of religion altogether. No term can be set to the 
evils of division 

Those who desire and work for Reunion with the Holy 
See must face the fact that before such reunion become 
possible certain axioms must be accepted as true:— 


(i) The Conversion of the world depends upon the visible 
Unity of the Church of GOD, tor Our Lord prayed 
“that they all may be one . . . that the world may 
be lie ve 

(ii) He provided the means for the maintenance of thi 
unity by the appointment of a visible head of the 
visible Body: “Thou art Peter, and upon this Rock 
I will build My Church.” 

History has shown what interpretation the Church 
has given to this text; for none other has ever been 
the Church’s acknowledged head upon earth save he 
who sits on Peter's throne. Separation from this 
Centre of Unity has always led the separated into 
further schisms, while acknowledgement of it must 
result in the healing of all divisions. 

(iii) The dogmatic decrees that concern the Supremacy 
and Infallibility of S. Peter’s Successor in Faith and 
Morals, while not capable of being rescinded, even 
by the Pope himself, do nevertheless admit of ex- 
planation and further definition such as would make 
their general acceptance by the Catholic-minded 
inevitable, 


Further, it may be hoped that upon the resumption of 
the Vatican Council those points of agenda which were left 
over, such as those concerning the mystical nature of the 
Church, will be considered and issue in such definitions as 
may bring out the true balance of the doctrine concerning 
the relation between the successor of S. Peter and the rest 
of the Apostolic Episcopate and the body of the faithiul 

These truths, then, should be fully and clearly grasped if 
we are to “pray with the understanding.” For discussion 
with any reasonable hope of final success, they are premises 
to be accepted at the beginning and not left on one side 
to appear finally as insuperable obstacles. 

We may indeed reasonably expect considerable conces- 
sions from the Holy See in the domain of discipline, rite, 
and customs, having regard to our history and national 
characteristics, and to the well-known practice cf Rome 
in the case of the Fastern Uniate Churches 
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It must be remembered that we are faced with a situation 
which was created for us by political intrigues and artificial 
methods nearly 400 years ago. Much as we regret the posi- 
tion in which we have been placed, we cannot disregard it.

DR. PUSEY AND THE UNDERGRADUATE 





Writing lately of the strange claim put forward, and 
in some cases exercised by so-called “Anglo-Catholics” 
to communicate surreptitiously at Catholic altars, par- 
ticularly in Catholic countries abroad, I emphasized, 
I hope, what I believe to be the extreme rarity of 
such an absolutely indefensible proceeding. I have 
known, of course, many excellent Anglicans who, 
whilst believing themselves to be in some mysterious 
way (I believe it was Keble who invented the curious 
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phrase “underground suckers’) connected the 
Catholic and Roman Church, would never dream of 
asking for Communion (which they know would be 
refused them were their real status known) at one of 
her altars. Such good people, if domiciled abroad, and 
out of reach of an Anglican chapel, have simply to 
make the sacrifice—often to them a very real one—of 
being deprived altogether, sometimes for months, of 
receiving Communion according to their own rite. It is 
the penalty they have to pay for their unhappy isola- 
tion from the rest of Christendom.

A Pious Anglican in France 


I have in mind an old friend, now some fifteen yeas 
dead (a friend perhaps of other readers of these lines), 
the late Comtesse de Franqueville, born Lady Sophia 


Palmer, daughter of the first Lord Selbourne. Het 
husband was a rich man (I think his wealth was con- 
nected with Erard’s pianos) and owned a lovely 


chateau near Passy and an equally beautiful country 
home on the Cote d’Or. He was a most devout and 
generous Catholic, and a munificent benefactor to the 
French Church during its time of stress before and 
after Disestablishment. His wife seconded all his 
religious work with the most whole-hearted devotion 
both in Paris and in the country, where she was adored 
by the people, and interested herself in every Catholix 
cause, especially the religious upbringing of the chil- 
dren, But she never appeared to be personally drawn 
towards Catholicism: she lived and died a devout An- 
glican, and she told me once that it was a great 
deprivation to her, during her prolonged sojourns at the 
Chateau de Bourbilly, to have no opportunity of at- 
tending, or communicating at, an altar of her own 
church, 


An Undergraduate’s Dilemma 


Let me record here an incident personally known to 
me, which shows that these difficulties about intercom- 
munion existed, and were sometimes acutely felt, in 
the early days of the “Anglo-Catholic” movement. It 
must be sixty years or more since H. G., an under- 
graduate of Christ Church, Oxford, a disciple and 
admirer of Dr. Pusey, and a regular communicant at 
Christ Church Cathedral, happened to be going abroad 
for several months, to a part of Europe devoid of An- 
glican chapels. What was he to do, thus deprived of 
the sacrament for an indefinite period? What he did 
do was to go to Dr. Pusey, and ask him, in all sim- 
plicity, if he should do well to call on the local Catholic 
priest, explain his difficulty, and ask whether he would 
give him Communion in his parish church, 


Dr. Pusey and the “Packet” 


The answer was in the negative. Dr. Pusey thought 
that would not do at all: it might lead to a rebuff, and 
cause unpleasantness. But his solution was that he 
himself would consecrate a certain number of particles, 
which his young friend might carry with him overseas, 
and reverently consume when so disposed. If he would 
return in three days they would be ready for him. “I 
came back on the day and hour appointed,” said H. G. 
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(I quote his own words to me), “and was told that Dr. 
Pusey had gone to London, but had left a ‘packet’ for 
me, which his servant handed to me. More than a 
little taken aback, I went to a jeweler’s in High Street, 
and purchased a silver snuff-box, in which I placed 
the precious packet. I was staying that night at a 
London hotel and going to a dance, and could not think 
what I ought to do with my treasure in the interval. 
The whole situation seemed very strange and difficult: 
I felt embarrassed, but had no one to consult.” 


A Story With a Happy Ending 


The end of the story was that H. G. did go abroad, 
getting ultimately as far as Malta, where; by the grace 
of God, he was received into the Catholic Church (and 
became, ultimately, the grandfather of a numerous 
and pious Catholic family). I suppose he told the tale, 
as I have recounted it, to Catholic friends at Malta: 
anyhow it ultimately got back to Oxford, and to Pusey, 
who wrote to the young man, grievously reproaching 
him for spreading such a story. H. G. immediately 
replied that if Dr. Pusey authorized him to contradict 
it as untrue, he would at once do so; but that, of 
course, the doctor was not in a position to do. 


What Did Dr. Pusey Believe? 


I have in my possession a long autograph letter writ- 
ten by Dr. Pusey on this curious matter, correcting 
one or two minor details of this story, but, of course, 
absolutely confirming its substantial truth. I hope be- 
fore long to print this letter, with others bearing on 
the “High Church” doings of that period.—Catholic 
Times. 
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arid lay, do not in the least retard the movement which 
persists in its advance both ritually and theologically 
more and more in a Roman direction. There are more 
pronounced pro-Romans in the Anglican body today 
than ever before, as is evidenced by the correspond- 
ence over the Church Unity Octave published above. 
Whether the Oxford Movement will eventuate in a 
corporate return of the entire Anglican body to com- 
munion with the Apostolic See, or whether it will only 
be a fragment of the whole who will ultimately submit 
to the jurisdiction of the Vicar of Christ, the Editor 
of THE Lamp does not venture to prognosticate. But 
should it result in the latter, we do not doubt that the 
fragment will prove to be one of vast proportions. 


Old-fashioned High Churchmen knew nothing of the 
Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament, and it has been 
a comparatively recent importation from the Roman 
ritual on the part of the more advanced “Anglo-Cath- 
olics.” One of the latest developments in the accept- 
ance by advanced Anglicans of the full dogmatic faith 
of the Catholic Church has been the Dogma of the 
Immaculate Conception of the Blessed Virgin. It is 
‘not, therefore, surprising that it should be omitted from 
the Divine Praises in some advanced Anglican 


churches, but we have no doubt in time this also will 
be introduced, if it has not been done already, partic- 
ularly by those who are pronounced pro-Roman. Al- 
though the Orthodox Church has not formally adopted 
the Dogma of the Immaculate Conception as defined 
by Pope Pius IX, as late as 1854 the Church of the 
East as well as of the West implicitly held that Mary, 
the Mother of God, was immaculate and never defiled 
by sin, original or actual. And the most ancient and 
strongest witnesses we have for the Immaculate Con- 
ception of the Blessed Virgin are to be found in the 
writings of Oriental doctors and theologians. 





U. S. EPISCOPALIAN MINISTER CONVERT 
AT ASSISI, ITALY 





Assisi—Mr. Lloyd Burdwin Holsapple, formerly a 
minister of the Episcopal Church in the United States, 
a graduate of Yale and Oxford and a chaplain with 
the American Expeditionary Forces in France during 
the World War, has been received into the Catholic 
Church, the ceremonies taking place in the chapel of 
the Capuchin college here. 


Immediately following his reception into the Church, 
Mr. Holsapple was confirmed by the Bishop of Assisi. 


A number of students at the Beda college, Rome, 
came to Assisi to attend the ceremonies in the Capu- 
chin college. Vernon Johnson, a fellow student of Mr. 
Holsapple at Oxford and a recent convert from the 
Anglican ministry, acted as sponsor at the confirmation 
of Mr. Holsapple. 

Mr. Johnson was for 20 years one of the most sought- 
after preachers in England, and described his conver- 
sion to the Catholic Church in his book entitled, “One 
God, One Faith,” which has had a large sale in Eng- 
land and America and has been translated into eight 
languages, including Japanese. 

Mr. Lloyd Burdwin Holsapple was born in 1884. 
Before entering the ministry, he was a master at Saint 
Paul's School, Concord, New Hampshire, and head- 
master at Kent School, Kent, Connecticut. 

Among the parishes Mr. Holsapple served were those 
of the Episcopal Church at Peekskill, N. Y., and of St. 
Barnabas’ church in Omaha, Nebraska. He was sta- 
tioned at the latter church at the time of the World 
War. He was commissioned a first lieutenant in the 
Chaplains Corps of the Army in August, 1918. He 
was discharged in 1919, but retained a commission in 
the Chaplains Reserve Corps until 1927. 


One of Mr. Holsapple’s last charges as an Epis- 
copalian minister was that of acting chaplain at the 
College of Preachers at St. Alban’s Cathedral, Wash- 
ington, D. C. He held this office from the summer of 
1929 until about eight months ago.

A LEAN MONTH FOR STUDENTS’ BREAD 


Just at the time when we were feeding at Graymoor 
more than one hundred jobless men, we were receiv- 
ing less offerings for feeding our own students for the 
Priesthood than during any month in recent times, the 
total for February being, as reported by the Treas- 
urer, only $201.35.

An affirmative answer 
to this question will require an average of $1,250 each 
month for Students’ Bread.” 

In spite of the poor showing for the months of Jan- 
uary and February, we have not yet despaired of real- 
izing our goal before the end of the year. We ask our 
Readers to take a special interest in the Students’ 
Bread Fund and from time to time send offerings to 
Graymoor for that purpose.

Very Reverend and dear Father: 

Allow me to introduce myself to Your Reverence as 
Archbishop Mar Ivanios who was lately received into 
the Catholic Church. My Suffragan H. L. Mar 
Theophilos and two congregations of Monks and Sis- 
ters—the Brotherhood and the Sisterhood of the Imita- 
tion of Christ—and a few Faithful followed me. A 
few days after my reception I had the pleasure of an 
interview with His Excellency the Most Rev. Msgr. E. 
Mooney, the Delegate Apostolic of the East Indies, 
and we had to talk about the maintenance and support 
so urgently needed for the two congregations. His 
Excellency kindly advised me to write to Your Rever- 
ence and felt confident that you would be able to find 
help for them. 

The Sisters were teaching in an English Secondary 
School belonging to the Schismatics, but on their join- 
ing the Catholic Church they had to give up that work. 
It is very necessary to provide them with a school. 
This will not only enable them to support themselves 
but will be a means of the Propagation of the Faith. 
Moreover the Sisters are hard up for their daily food. 

The Brotherhood of the Imitation of Christ had to 
give up all property on the eve of their joining the 
Catholic Church. They are now housed in temporary 
sheds erected on a bit of land given by a Hindu sym- 
pathizer. They too are hard up for daily food. Some 
of them are priests and the Mass stipends that they 
get go to meet part of the expenses of the congrega- 
tion. I enclose copies of the Reports I submitted to 
His Excellency the Delegate Apostolic regarding these 
two congregations. I recommend these Monks and 
Sisters to Your Reverence.

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LAYS HUGE DEATH TOLL TO SOVIET 
(Special Cable to The New York Times) 


Paris.—At least 20,000,000 Chinese lives were 
sacrificed in revolutionary activity instigated and 
directly fostered by Russian Soviet agents during the 
seven years beginning in 1923 and ending in 1930, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Pierre Robert, assistant director of 
the French Catholic Foreign Missionary Fathers. 

He made an eloquent appeal before the National 
Study Commission for European Intervention to arrest 
“the Bolshevist holocaust and work of destruction in 
the Orient.” 

Father Robert’s terrible accusations against the 
Soviets were delivered in the hall of the French High 
Court of Appeals. Included in his audience were the 
president of the French Senate and other high gov- 
ernment officials. Thirty-eight years of his life have 
been devoted to Catholic missionary work in China 
and he submitted to the National Commission what 
purported to be documentary proof of his sensational 
charges. 

Father Robert told his audience that as soon as L. 
M. Karakhan, the first Soviet Ambassador to China, 
was installed, he gave his chief agent, Michael Boro- 
dine, the following written order: 

“We must, first of all, combat foreign imperialism 
and put aside for the time being the teaching of Com- 
munist doctrines, for which China is not yet ready. In 
any case, to promote revolution is to favor the cause 
of Communism.” 

The missionary said a high Bolshevist functionary 
told him at that time, ‘We will need three years to 
destroy the English influence in China and then an- 
other two years to destroy the Japanese influences. 
Thereafter other European influences will evaporate 
of themselves.” 

A systematic campaign of violence and disorder, 
featured notably by anarchy and banditry, was inau- 
gurated against foreigners, the priest declared. Famine 
stalked in the wake of civil war, rioting and pillaging. 

“We estimate,” the missionary solemnly stated, 
“that at least 20,000,000 human beings lost their lives 
between 1923 and 1930. Of this number about 4,000,- 
000 died of starvation.”

CARDINAL MANNING'S LETTER TO A 
LITTLE GIRL 


Some months ago the Ave Maria printed the follow- 
ing charming incident and letter, which reveal the 
great Cardinal Manning in a very happy light. As 
he died in 1902, the recipient of the beautiful letter 
if still living, is now a woman well on in years. She 
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was the daughter of a prominent physician in New 
York. While attending a convent school she con- 
ceived the idea of writing to His Eminence Cardinal 
Manning, and immediately put her thought into execu- 
tion, sending an account of her father (a convert to 
the Church), her brothers and herself. Childlike, she 
omitted to sign her family name, and the letter was 
directed simply “Cardinal Manning, England.” The 
simplicity of the child touched the heart of the English 
prelate, who notwithstanding his many cares and 
duties, and the fact that his correspondent had sent 
neither name nor address, sent an answer across the 
Atlantic to his unknown little friend, in care of Car- 
dinal Gibbons, whose name the child had mentioned, 
in telling of her three brothers at St. Charles’ College, 
one of them a protege of His Eminence. This afforded 
a clue, and the precious letter was soon remailed to 
its destination. A characteristically kind note from 
Cardinal Gibbons accompanied it. The English Car- 
dinal’s letter read: 
Whitsunday. 

My Dear Child: 

You ask me whether I am glad to receive letters 
from little children. I am always glad; for they write 
kindly and give no trouble. I wish alf my letters were 
like theirs. 

Give my blessing to your father, and tell him that 
our good Master will reward him a hundredfold for all 
he has lost for the sake of his faith. Tell him that 
when he comes over to England he must come to see 
me. And mind you bring your violin; for I love music, 
but have seldom any time to hear it. 

The next three or four years of your life are very 
precious. They are like the ploughing time and the 
sowing time in the year. You are learning to know 
God, the Holy Trinity, the Incarnation, the presence 
of the Holy Ghost in the Church of Jesus Christ. Learn 
all these things solidly, and you will love the Blessed 
Sacrament, and Our Blessed Mother with all your 
heart.

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MEDICAL MISSION UNITS 


To give many more persons a share in the merit of 
Catholic Medical Mission Work, so earnestly blessed 
and commended by the Holy Father and so dear to 
the Heart of Our Lord Himself, we suggest the foun- 
dation everywhere of Medical Mission Units, whose 
members will pray and work in co-operation with the 
Catholic Medical Mission Board. These Medical Mis- 
sion Units may be composed of any group of persons, 
parish societies, friends in the same neighborhood, or 
even school children may form a Unit, and, of course, 
doctors, medical students, pharmacists, nurses and 
others specially qualified, will be welcomed to form 
units. Any person may start a unit by interesting a 
group of friends to work for Medical Missions. The 
time and place of the meetings should be arranged, 
and these may be held in private homes, schools or 
other institutions, wherever convenient. A president, 
vice-president and treasurer should be elected, and 
the work should be carried on systematically, and a 
regular monthly report should be sent to the Head- 
quarters of the Catholic Medical Missions. Weekly 
dues of ten cents may be paid to begin the treasury, 
and entertainments may be given to secure the needed 
funds. Lectures and card parties may also be held 
from time to time, and the proceeds sent to the Cath- 
olic Medical Mission Board for the Purchase and 
Maintenance Fund. 

When the units are composed of women and chil- 
dren, they are invited to co-operate in making band- 
ages and dressings. Any graduate nurse, or the Red 
Cross, will be glad to give instructions in the begin- 
ning. Materials may be ordered in large quantities in 
the beginning, so as to obtain wholesale prices, 

Units are invited also to collect medicines and 
instruments, by notifying doctors that their members 
will call on the 18th of each month to collect medicines 
and instruments that they can spare. These should 
be packed and sent to the Catholic Medical Mission 
Board, with the carriage prepaid. 

A very effective way to help us is to get persons to 
contribute Ten Dollars to our Purchase and Mainten- 
ance Fund. Each donation of Ten Dollars entitles the 
donor to have a name placed under the Altar.

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CHAPTER V. 
Destiny for most of us is about 
as dramatic as a wooden soldier 


weathervane; when the wind blows 
we turn with it; when the wind has 
passed on we stand still; but, oh, 
how valiant we are with our little 
wooden sword! Great men of God 
are stirred by a conscious sense of 
vocation. They realize that they 
are vessels of divine election and 
they correspond to Grace. But for 
most of us destiny is seldom even 
“some pleasant shadow,” as Mr. 
Carlyle puts it, “traced as on cob- 
web!” . . and as for drama, our 
only heritage may be summed up in 
the miracle of birth and the 
phenomenon of death. Anthony was 
one of the very greatest among the 
great men of God. His heritage 
was drama . . and what a scene 
was this second approach of his to 
Italy. In his first he was practically 
thrown up by the sea even as a 
piece of wreckage. The ancient 
Greeks would have said that it was 
Aeolus —that gentler god than 
Boreas—who blew his boat to 
Sicily as part of his destiny. Very 
well! and we are able to believe 
that it was the great God who 
directed that boat to Sicily as part 
of his destiny. 

Now Anthony is again approach 
ing Italy—but this time it is an out 
lined voyage. He is going to Assisi 
by way of Rome where he is to see 
the Pope. Before leaving France 
Anthony received instructions from 
his Franciscan brethren to discuss 
with the Holy Father a certain 
crisis now threatening the Order 
upon the death of Francis. He is 
no storm-tossed Friar now being 
blown by the wind and the sea he 
knew not whither. He is celebrated. 
He has renewed the Faith. His 
name has shot like a meteor across 
Europe. Three countries have al- 
ready acclaimed him and two of 
those countries are claiming him 

. and now he is on his way to 
Rome to consult with the Sovereign 
Pontiff! The wheel of his destiny 
turning, turning!

St. Anthony of Padua was 
born at Lisbon August 15, 1195 


of the noble and wealthy 
family of de Bouillon. From 
his early youth he was noted 
for his intellect and charm of 
person and manner as well as 
for extraordinary piety. He 
became an Augustinian novice 
at 15 and at 25 was ordained 
priest. Coming under the 
influence of Francis of Assisi, 
he changed to the Order of 
Friars Minor, teok the name of 
Anthony and left for Morocco 
to become a Missionary. Ili 
health caused his departure 
from Africa, but instead of 
returning to Portugal his boat 
was blown by a storm to Sicily. 
{nthony made his way to 
Assisi from Messina, After a 
short period of obscurity he 
became famous in a single ser- 
mon preached at Forli. He 
was commissioned by Francis 
to preach “wherever and when- 
ever occasion offered,’ and 
was sent to France to combat 
the Albigensian heresy. 





mediately received by the Pope, the 
learned Gregory IX who was con- 
tinuing the favor and patronage 
given to Francis of Assisi and his 
Friars Minor by Pope Innocent III, 
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Padua 


who, it will be remembered, had ap- 
proved the Rule of the Order. The 
mission of Anthony very probably 
related to the candidature of Father 
Elias from whom were feared cer- 
tain unfranciscan laxities. The 
Holy Father endorsed the petition 
of the Chapter General and, much 
impressed with what he had seen 
and heard of Anthony, asked him 
to remain in Rome and preach dur- 
ing Holy Week and upon Easter 
Sunday. Five years later 
Gregory IX added to the roll-call 
of the Saints the name. . . Anthony 
of Padua! 

What a Holy Week was this for 
Anthony, what a Holy Week was 
this for Rome! Nor was Rome 
unconscious of the Genius within 
her walls. From the Pope sitting 
in the Chair of Peter to the hum- 
blest beggar sitting in the sun, 
Rome was enchanted with this 
Franciscan Friar who poured out 
with such glittering beauty the les- 
son of Sacred Scripture. What en- 
chantment too for Anthony during 
his days in Rome. It is upon record 
that he visited many places of his 
torical as well as of religious inter- 
est, for Rome to him was of the 
Caesars as well as of the Popes. 
He must have sought out the Forum 
and the column of Trajan, and 
looked long upon the tomb of 
Hadrian across the Tiber. Aug- 
ustus Caesar, and all of them 
down to Constantine had gripped 
his memory and imagination from 
early childhood. It was not likely 
he would forget them now in his 
rendering to God what belonged to 
Him! It is indicative of him that 
his final acts in Rome were a 
prayer at the Tomb of the Apostles 
and another in the arena of the 
Coliseum. He then set out for 
Assisi but not in the manner he had 
left Messina so short a time before. 
His mission with the Holy Father 
bore effect at the Chapter General 
for John Prent of Florence was 
elected the immediate Successor of 
Francis and Anthony was named 
Provincial of Bologna. 

DiscorDANT AND DivipED 

At this time Italy was but a 

geographical term. The entire 
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peninsula “from the heel of the 
boot to the strap” was in a dis- 
cordant condition, and was divided, 
to mention the most notable sec- 
tions, into the duchies of Savoy 
and Milan; the City-States of 
Venice, Florence, Pisa, Genoa, 
Siena; the Bishop-States of the 
Pope and the Kingdom of the Two 
Sicilies. The City-States had almost 
complete freedom and could wage 
war at will against their neighbors; 
in these cities almost uninter- 
ruptedly went on the external 
struggle against the feudal sover- 
eigns and the internal tussle for 
control of the nobles and wealthy 
merchants against the artisans and 
guildsmen. Each feudal sovereign, 
such as duke, count, abbot and 
bishop could issue laws, levy taxes, 
coin money, make war and treaties 
and try cases in his courts. Some 
of these cities often had “boss” 
and “reform” governments, and to 
others, City-Managers, that very 
“modern” institution, were called 
in from the outside. Free-lance 
soldiers whose captains were known 
as condottieri roamed the land to 
fight under the banner of the high- 
est bidder, deserting in a body to 
the other side if more money were 
offered. 

The country was still being 
agitated by the rival Guelph and 
Ghibelline factions, contenders in 
the campaign started by the Em- 
peror Frederick II for a United 
Italy. The Ghibellines were at- 
tached to the Emperor who was, by 
the way, a grandson of the famous 
Barbarossa who had knelt at 
Canossa to Pope Gregory VIII. 
Frederick had inherited the Two 
Sicilies from his mother and wished 
to combine the country into one 
compact State. The Guelphs were 
headed by the Pope who was as 
tenacious of his temporal sover- 
eignty as ever was Pius IX. The 
war went on for years, fought “both 
with words and arms,” the Italians 
as well as the Germans being 
divided. 

In a spiritual sense likewise 
Italy was much disturbed, the 
political and civil struggles reacting 
upon the morals of the people in 
viciousness varying only in degree. 
Luxury, vanity and greed led the 
human parade, vices made more 
stark by almost utter lack of art- 
istic background, the Renaissance 


being not yet dreamed of. The 
deadly Manichaean theory had af- 
fected religious belief especially in 
Lombardy and Piedmont; indeed 
the Vaudois, the best known of the 
heretical groups, looked upon Milan 
as their capitaf’ There were half 
a dozen of these groups differing 
only in minor forms but presenting 
a unit in their attack upon the Chair 
of Peter. 


SURROUNDED BY CHAOS 

This was the chaos Anthony had 
entered upon, a country divided 
almost infinitesimally and at war 
from end to end; a people in which 
families and friends also were 
divided and at war one with the 
other . . . and a Church weakened 
by excessive politics and the cor- 
roding force of heresy. What a 
bedlam after twenty-five years of 
peace, of security, of ideality. His 
prologue upon Monte Paolo was 
brief though quiet enough; his 
months in France were triumph- 
antly stirring but upon the single- 
track of doctrinal discussion. Now 
he finds himself definitely in the 
“midst of alarums” both spiritual 
and temporal. Bologna was no place 
for Anthony. Walls and a roof 
could no more be the confines of 
Anthony than of Francis—than of 
Dominic. Such men must walk 
through the world physically; and 
it was the walking through the 
world physically of these three men 
that continued the stability of the 
Church. They could not have been 
born at any other time. Montalam- 
bert says, “The victory of Chris- 
tianity over neopaganism in the 
Middle Ages was chiefly due to the 
gallant efforts of the two new reli- 


gious bodies that sprang up in the 
thirteenth century.” Frederic Borin 
in his “St. Francis and the Francis- 
cans” maintains, “Modern Europe 
has no idea of all it owes to Saint 
Francis of Assisi.” Casare Cantu 
in his “Universal History” declares, 
“At the head of the peacemakers 
we must place St. Francis of Assisi 
and his disciple St. Anthony of 
Padua.” 


Honorep IN PADUA 

But it was many months before 
Anthony was given permission to 
devote himself exclusively to 
preaching. When he received this 
permission he chose Padua as his 
place of residence “because of the 
faith of the people, the attachment 
he had for them, and for their devo- 
tion to the Friars.” Now was he 
Anthony of’ Padua and from his 
very first day there as a Prophet 
was he given honor by the people. 
He went in and out of the city 
preaching “wherever and whenever 
the opportunity offered” even as he 
had been commissioned by his 
Father Francis. In cities, in towns, 
in hamlets; at cross-roads and at 
roadside crosses he preached the 
Word. At Rimini the Cathares 
angered by his convincing eloquence 
refused to hear him. He walked 
to the sea-shore and cried out, 
“Hear me, ye fishes of the sea. It 
is to you that I am about to an- 
nounce the Word of God, since the 
heretics refuse to hear it!” . , 
and Rimini unable to resist such a 
spectacle poured out upon the 
shore. He remained in Rimini 
several weeks and broke the 
strength of the heresy.

CATHOLIC LAITY

The City of Turin in Northern Italy, almost 600,000 
population, is the most active manufacturing center 
of the peninsula. It draws inexhaustible “white coal” 
from the neighboring Alps and is the heart of all Ital- 
ian transportation.

How many of my readers have ever heard of the 
Blessed Cottolengo and his “Little House of Divine 
Providence under the auspices of St. Vincent de Paul” 
founded 100 years ago at Turin in the humblest condi- 
tions by this good priest, only recently beatified by 
Pius the Eleventh? Begun with one or two waifs in 
a wretched cabin of the poorest suburb, it covers today 
some 70 acres, gives nearly 10,000 meals three times a 
day to as many poor inmates, old and young, of both 
sexes, who must all be the most helpless in their own 
line of poverty or suffering. The “Little House,” or 
“Piccola Casa,” as it is familiarly called all over Italy, 
is without doubt the only perfect echo of the Gospel 
faith in Divine Providence, for the funds needed to 
meet the enormous expense of this most unique of 
charities must be gathered daily. This is the corner- 
stone, the very heart of the work. The holy. founder 
threw himself, literally, into the arms of Divine Provi- 
dence, taking no care for the morrow, but trusting with 
the utmost simplicity to the promises of the Gospel. 
As the work took on larger proportions and his obliga- 
tions grew daily heavier, friends and sympathizers be- 
came alarmed; the authorities, ecclesiastical and civil, 
implored him to introduce business methods, construct 
a budget, live within its limits, etc. All in vain, he 
remained faithful to his original source of support; 
kept ever open the door to all applicants, provided 
they were really helpless; included gradually every 
phase of human suffering; bought, built, contracted 
and enlarged until he had constructed at the gates of 
Turin a real “City of Poverty and Suffering,” such as 
the world has never seen, but which has not ceased to 
thrive with its own strange vitality. The “daily alms,” 
on which it has lived from the beginning, has kept 
increasing in volume until it now pours in from all 
Italy and from all the lands to which her sons and 
daughters have drifted in recent decades. It is all 
spent, however, as fast as it comes in; the “Little 
House” has no possessions or investments. 

Don Cottolengo governed and administered the 
“Little House” alone, without control, supervision or 
inspection of any kind, aided efficiently by a small 
corps of “Vincentian Sisters,” to whom he gave rule, 
habit and name, and through whom he conducted the 
many units of this vast metropolis of human misery 
with the utmost harmony and efficiency. For each 
unit, deaf and dumb, blind, idiots, cripples, etc., he 
created special sisterhoods and brotherhoods, under the 
general direction and responsibility of his “Vincentian 
Sisters.” His four successors, known like himself as 
“Father” or “Sentinel,” while administering the great 
enterprise on the identical lines of the founder, 
increased the religious communities until they now 
number 37, men and women, including a Carmelite 
convent and a religious community of Magdalens. 

In the center of the community rises a large church, 
capable of seating, floor and galleries, some 4,000 
people. Here it is that the true life of these social 
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derelicts is lived out. The Blessed Sacrament is always 
enshrined above the High Altar, and ceaselessly Per- 
petual Adoration goes on, with the utmost solemnity 
and majesty. At regular intervals, day and night, each 
of the numerous religious communities sends in proces- 
sion some of its Sisters and Brothers with a chosen 
number of their charges. In this way the great church 
is forever filling and emptying. The many little ban- 
ners of the sections rise and fall as the groups come 
and go. A thousand lights reveal on ceiling and wall 
another multitude of adoring angels and saints. The 
vast edifice re-echoes without ceasing to the divine 
praises poured out with utmost feeling from lips than 
which there can be none unhappier on earth. 


Near the church rises a great modern hospital of 
700 beds, so built that all the sick may assist at the 
daily Mass offered by the chaplain in their behalf. 
Over the extensive area are scattered many buildings 
of all sizes and styles, but substantial and adapted 
each to its proper purpose. Underground are con- 
structed the great kitchens that serve to feed this army 
of the diversified poor and wretched, an army whose 
ranks are forever breaking and forever closing up. I 
can hear now the good Sister who looked up from her 
cauldrons as we passed near her, waved a big ladle, 
and said with a sweet smile: “Pray God that we may 
be able to fill them tomorrow.” The food given in the 
“Little House” is always of the best, for the holy 
founder looked on these wretched folks as members of 
the mystic Body of Jesus Christ and the true owners 
of the vast establishment, whose servant he was and 
remained to his death, nor do his successors conceive 
their calling and obligations in any other light. 


Underground passages and alleys facilitate rapid 
communication. On all sides abound pious pictures 
and religious mottoes and emblems, often cheap 
colored lithographs and prints, so fastened on the 
walls that the eyes of the poor sufferers are never 
denied the privilege of communion in spirit with the 
holy mysteries of religion. Poor wreckage of life as 
they are and often devoid of reason, they may still 
dwell by the eye in the holy presence of Jesus Christ 
and His Blessed Mother, among the Angels and the 
Saints, where alone for them justice and equality are 
secure and happiness without end. 


II. 


Next door, as it were, rises the stupendous Institute 
of the Blessed Don Bosco, created by this apostle of 
charity as a domestic refuge and a genuine reformatory 
for the street-arabs and abandoned youth of Turin, 
eventually of all Italy. It covers almost as much 
ground as the “Little House” of Blessed Cottolengo, 
and is itself a wonderful city of dormitories, recrea- 
tion grounds and workshops. In the latter times this 
once intractable youth, helpless victim of our modern 
economic-social gospel and life, is replaced in Chris- 
tian surroundings, in an atmosphere of respect, love 
and fatherly concern, of which this iron age has no 
concept. The manufactures of Italy, not to speak of 
the many industries of Turin, the city of “Fiat,” are 
replenished to some extent from these trade-schools 
and shops of Don Bosco, and from similar ones scat- 


tered over the peninsula. This saintly Italian was the 
first modern apostle of the “preventive” method for 
the reformation of youth. He created for the thou- 
sands of his homeless or abandoned boys a warm reli- 
gious atmosphere, notably his Sunday “oratorios” and 
his evening schools. He lived with his boys literally 
as their father; his example and his intimate talks 
were their best books, likewise his incredible activity 
and ingenuity. He stands head and shoulders above 
all the pedagogues of the nineteenth century. One can 
scarcely believe that amid all the creations of his 
charitable genius he found time to write and publish 
100 books for the secular and religious guidance of the 
little world of Italian youth he had led to higher levels 
of religion and patriotism. Don Bosco was beatified 
in 1929 by Pius the Eleventh who had known and 
revered him while living. 


Il. 


Contiguous to these great charitable foundations 
lies the home for young Italian girls, homeless, aban- 
doned, or otherwise imperilled in faith or morals, 
founded by the Marchesa Barolo, the French widow 
of a wealthy Italian noble who left her great inherit- 
ance for the aforesaid purpose. It occupies an exten- 
sive site, is richly endowed, and during its century of 
existence has occupied a foremost place among the 
great Catholic works of charity of which Italy is 
rightly proud. 

These three outstanding works of charity were each 
founded by an individual, and two of them draw yet 
their support from the sympathy and generosity of the 
average Italian man and woman. They reflect, there- 
fore, vividly the depth and intensity of that Christian 
charity which for so many centuries has honored the 
Italian heart, is so conspicuous in the lives of their 
saints, and is even now exemplified by the devoted 
and self-sacrificing lives of an army of charity-workers 
from end to end of the peninsula. How little is known 
of the wonderful charities of papal Rome, of Naples, 
Milan, Florence, and many another Italian city whose 
numerous and ancient charities date back many cen- 
turies, medieval foundations, some of them yet opera- 
tive on their original sites, like Santa Maria della Con- 
solazione at Florence, built and endowed by the father 
of Dante’s Beatrice, and whose great doors have swung 
open regularly at noon for 600 years, to permit a 
general visitation of the sick! More wonderful yet, 
in many cases the original endowment: lands, houses, 
rights and revenues; has survived, despite the count- 
less wars and revolutions that so many centuries made 
Italy a bleeding sod.—Catholic Charities Review.

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ART EDUCATION 


THROUGH 
RELIGION, Volumes I to VIII, by 
Mary Gertrude McMunigale. Buseh 
and Co., New York, Chicago and 
Atlanta, Ga. 

If America is ever to have a distine- 


tive school of art, and masters of the 
same, we must begin to reach the chil- 
dren right up from the lower grades. 
We know the necessity of this proce- 
dure in music. Mrs. Justine Ward's 
accomplishment has been largely due 
to her insistence upon teaching the 
children the elements of plain chant 
and practicing them in the same right 
from the start of their school days. 
Now here we have at least the same 
thing in the realm of drawing, design 
and color. Every parochial school 


which gives even an hour a week t 
drawing cannot afford to be without 
this series, and in our boarding schools 
and academies this work is even more 
indispensable. Aside from its intrinsic 
value as an art medium and instructor, 
we have the additional advantage of 
seeing the child progress likewise along 
Catholic lines. For instance, on page 
39 of Book VII, there is a very beau- 
tiful illustration in color entitled 
“Beauty”. It is a representation of the 
magnificent chalice of Saint Remi of 
the twelfth century, still to be seen in 
the cathedral church of Rheims, France.
